to the United Nations. 

They usually manage-to overlook the fact that 
Hanoi violated its own word in the Paris Peace 
Accords,, invaded <and ultimately overran its 
neighbor and then threw thousands of South 
Vietnamese into concentration camps where they 
languish today (unless they escape to Thailand 
and elsewhere, as a few do). \

WASHINGTON — A full 
range of domestic energy 
sources, for the most part now 
in the drawing board stage, 
will come into being in the 
U.S. if world oil prices keep 
rising, according to Robert C; 
Seamans, Jr., administrator of 
the Energy Research and De- 
velopment Administration. 

Such sources would include 
wind power, underground heat, 
solar heating and cooling and 
synthetic fuels. . 

Of these alternate energy 
sources, Mr. Seamans says, 
synthetic fuels — manufactured 
from coal, oil shale and even 
garbage — seem to offer the 
most potential in the short term, 
since the technology to de- 
velop- them is essentially at 
hand.

The National Fire Prevention r& Control 
Administration and the National Bureau of 
Standards, both agencies of the U.S, ; Dept; of 
Commerce, support the .Nuclear; Regulatory 
Commission's (NRC) determination that radia- 
tion from' ionization smoke detectors represents a 
negligible exposure level. '0$& '".'■' 

According to the (NRC), radiation exposure 
from the ionization detector is far below the. 
normal radiation a person receives each day from 
the sun. . „ 

The NRC says that if a person stands within 10 
in. of an ionization detector for eight hours a day, 
every; day of the year, the annual radiation 
exposure would be less than 0.5 millirems. For 
comparison purposes, normal background radia- 
tion exposure from natural sources is approxi- 
mately 100 times greater per year. 

A person flying round-trip across the United 
States receives about 5 millirems because of the 
increased radiation at high altitudes. This is 10

by holding the detector next to you eight hours a 
day for the entire year. 

Consumer 's Union, an independent testing 
laboratory,; conducted a study of the radiation 
problem in ionization detectors. Its conclusion: 
"Radioactive! Don't worry ... we checked the 
surface of each assembled unit with a Geiger 
counter and could not detect any radiation beyond 
ordinary background radiation!" 

The NRC has conducted studies of the potential 
dispersal of radioactive material from a fire in a 
warehouse where a manufacturer would store 
hundreds of detectors. The studies show that the 
potential dispersal in the fire situation would be 
negligible and would present no radiation hazards 
to firefighters or cleanup crews. 

"Instances have been brought to our attention 
where people either did not purchase a smoke 
detector or removed in-place detectors from their 
homes our of fear of radiation," said Howard D. 
Tipton, NFPCA Administrator. "While the risk of 
radiation from the smoke detector is negligible, 
the risks of failing to purchase a detector, or of 
removing one already installed, are very real. 

"Of the 12,000 persons who die from smoke and 
fire each year," he continued, "and of the 300,000 
persons who are seriously injured, the great 
majority /fall victims at home at night? Smoke 
overcomes them before they can awaken and 
escapeVWhere people are not protected by smoke 
detectors, the likelihood of fire-deaths and injuries 

is increased." 

jAntioch FireChief Tod MapJethorpe encourages 
residents to install smoke detectors and devise 
and practice a home escape plan. He adds that the 
Building Officials Conference of America. 
(BOCA) code requires thai detectors be installed 
in all new homes. -

Letter 
from 
Washington 

by Senator Charles H. Percy 



With the elections now be- 
hind us, America must begin 
the task of meeting the chal- 
lenges of the future. We have 
the opportunity of a new 
start— a chance to tackle our 
problems with fresh solutions. 

This new chapter in Ameri- 
can history opens with the 
stark reality that our coun- 
try's current problems have 
not miraculously disappeared. 
A number of pressing prob- 
lems will* confront the 95th 
Congress when it opens next 



January. Ranging from for- 
eign to domestic issues, many 
of these long-neglected prob- 
lems need immediate atten- 
tion. 

' . The economy will continue 
to be a dominant issue in the 
months ahead, A balanced 
federal budget would signifi- 
cantly help check the spiral- 
ing rate of inflation. Presi- 
dent-elect Carter has promised 
to balance the budget by the 
end of his first term in office. 
With the new Congressional 



budget process; this goal could 
be met as early as 1978. But 
it never will be reached if 
the Democratic Congress and 
4he Carter Administration try 
to fulfill all the pledges made 
in the - Democratic platform. 
Before adopting any new pro- 
grams, Congress must care- 
fully assess- how additional 
federal spending will affect 
the economy. The federal 
government can no longer 
afford to feed the. fires, of 
inflation.; 

Energy shortages, our grow- 
ing dependency on foreign 
energy sources and possible 
price increases . by exporting 
countries within the next few 
months will; again dramatize 
the need for a comprehensive 
national policy for energy 
conservation and. development. 
I intend to introduce legisla- 
tion which will call for the 
formation of a White House 
energy policy council to de- 
velop a detailed program. The 



.bill will also propose consoli- 
dating and reorganizing the 
various federal agencies that . 
deal with energy matters; 

Regulatory reform legisla- 
tion also must be a priority*- 

in the next Congress. Last 
year a. study by .the General 
Accounting Office determined 
that over-regulation costs bur ' 
nation $60 billion a year. We 
cannot afford to. continue '$ 
burdening American busi- 
nesses with unnecessary ex- 
penses that result in inflated 
prices for customers. I plan 
to reintroduce legislation that 
will establish a rigid timetable 
for comprehensive reform of \ 
, the federal regulatory system. 
The bill will set deadline 
dates for Congressional reas- 
sessment and reauthorization 
of various regulating agencies. 
If Congress fails to act before ' 
the specified date, the agen- 
cies will Jose their power and 
authority_to exist. 
Urban problems of high 



unemployment, poor public 
transportation systems, rising 
crime, rate's and inadequate 
housing .contribute to the de-* 
terioration of our- cities: Steps 
must be taken to encourage 
industries . to reinvest and 
create new job opportunities 
in cities. Several Illinois com- 
munities- facing "old age" 
have successfully avoided eco-. 
nomic decline by strengthen- 
ing and revitalizing their 
neighborhoods and local busi- 
nesses. These success stories 
should be models for a na- 
tional program. ■ - \ 

Medicare and Medicaid, our 
only national health insur- 
ance programs, are riddled 
with fraud and abuse even 
though they were established 
.to meet the health care v needs 
of a relatively small segment 
of our population. Before Con- 
gress moves to adopt a broad 
national health insurance- pro- 
gram, 'steps must be taken 
to reform the administrative 
programs.
